A.  \VAi.KE>r,  1 AU^IIERK AS  Letters  Patent,  under  the  Great  Seal  of  the 
Atlorneij-Genend.  f W Province  of  Bi ilisli  Columbia,  bearing  date  the  Seventh 
day  of  January,  A.  1).  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-one,  were  issued 
incorporating  cei  tain  pieces  of  land  therein  referred  to,  and  the  inhaiiitants  thereof, 
as  a Municipality,  under  the  “Municipality  Act,  1872,”  and  amending  Acts,  under 
the  provisions  in  tlio  said  Letters  I’atent  contained  or  referred  to,  and  under  the 
name  and  stvie  of  “The  Cor[)Oration  of  the  Township  of '.la[)le  Jiidge.” 

And  whereas  a surrender  of  the  said  Lettei's  Patent  has  been  made  and  accepted 
by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Our  said  Urovince. 

And  whei'oas  the  said  Letters  Patent  have  been  and  are  hereby  cancelled. 

And  wlu'reas  the  Honourable  Clement  Francis  Cornwali.,  as  such  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  hath,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  [lowers  and  authorities  by  law  conferred 
upon  him,  by  Older  in  Council,  directed  that  all  those  jiieces  of  land  hereinafter 
more  particularly  described,  and  the  inhahitants  thereof,  should,  from  and  after  the 
date  hereof,  lie  incorporated  as  a Municipality,  under  the  provisions  of  the  “ Muni- 
cipality Act,  ls8l,”  and  under  the  provisions  hereinafter  contained  or  rcfe:red  to. 

AOW  KNOW^  YE  that,  by  these  presents,  We  do  hereby  Oialer  and  Proclaim 
that  the  said  pieces  ot  land,  hereinafter  more  [larticularly  described,  and  the  inhabi- 
tants thereof,  shall,  fr  un  and  after  the  date  hereof,  he  ineorpor.itcd  as  a eduuicipality, 
under  and  suhject  to  the  piovisions  of  the  said  Act,  and  under  and  subject  to  the 
provisions  hereinafter  contained  or  referred  to. 

The  said  Municipality  shall  be  etdied  tind  known  by  the  name  and  style  of 
“The  Cor[)oration  ot  the  Township  of  Ahqde  Ridge.” 

The  boundaries  of  the  said  Aluuicipality  are  hereby  prochiimed  to  be,  and  shall, 
unless  aPered  according  to  law,  be  as  follows: — 

Commencing  at  a point  where  the  line  between  Sections  3 and  4,  Township 
No.  15,  intersects  the  right  bank  of  Stave  River;  thence  following  the  meanderings 
of  the  right  banks  of  Stave  and  Fraser  Rivers  to  the  Nort!i-cast  corner  of  Lot  467, 
Group  1,  near  the  mouth  of  Pitt  River;  thence  due  North,  along  the  coast  meridian 
line,  to  the  South-west  corner  of  Section  6,  Township  Ao.  40;  thence  due  East,  3 
miles;  thence  due  South,  10  chains,  more  or  less,  to  the  South-west  corner  of  Section 
3,  'J’ownship  No.  10;  thence  due  East,  12  miles,  to  the  Noi-fh-East  corner  of  Section 
33,  Townshi[)  Aio.  15;  thence  due  South,  5 miles  and  62  88-lOOths  chains,  more  or 
less,  to  the  point  of  commencement;  and  more  [larticularly  described  on  the  map 
hereunto  annr.xed  and  colored  red. 

The  Council  shall  consist  of  Four  Councillors  and  a Reeve, 

The  nomination  shall  take  place,  and  the  poll,  if  any,  shall  bo  held  at  the 
School  Ifouso,  Majile  Ridge. 

At  lea.st  ton  days’  notice  of  the  time  and  [ilaco  of  nomination  and  of  holding  of 
the  jioll,  if  am  . shall  bo  given  by  the  said  Jfeturning  Oflicer;  such  notice  to  be 
posted  (luring  that  jieriod  on  the  outer  door  of  the  said  Schotd  House. 

The  nom  nation  for  the  first  election  of  Councillors  shall  be  on  the  13th  day  of 
February,  1882,  at  12  o’clock  noon;  and  the  [lolling,  if  any,  shall  be  on  the  follow- 
ing d«y,  and  shall  continue  for  one  day  only,  and  the  i)ol!  shall  be  kept  open 
between  the  hours  of  2 p.m.  and  5 p.m.,  and  John  McKcnny,  Esrp,  shall  bo  the 
Returning  ()tli(.-cr  thereat. 

The  Peturniiig  Oflicer  shall,  on  the  day  of  nomination,  at  noon,  announce  the 
names  of  such  persons  [Hit  in  noniination  in  that  behalf  as  candidates  for  the  office  of 
Reeve  and  Councillors,  as  proscribed  by  the  “Municipality  Act,  1881.’’ 

At  the  close  of  the  time  for  nominating  the  candidates,  the  Returning  Oflicer 
shall  deliver  to  every  candidate,  or  agent  of  a candiilate,  iipplying  foi-  the  same,  a 
duly  certified  list  of  the  names  of  the  several  candidates  who  shall  have  been  nomi- 
nated; and  any  \ otes  given  at  the  election  for  any  other  candidates  than  those  so 
nominated  shall  be  null  and  void. 

If,  at  the  e.\[)iration  of  the  time  appointed  for  the  election  as  aforesaid,  no  more 
candidates  stand  nominated  than  there  are  vacancies  to  he  filled  uii,  the  Returning 
Oflicer  shall  f nth  with  declare  the  candidates  who  may  stand  nominated  to  bo 
elected,  and  return  their  names  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
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j^o  speeches  or  interrnption  to  the  proceedings  of  nominating  candidates  at  the 
hustings  shall  be  permitted  by  the  Returning  Officer  between  the  reading  ol  the 
notice  of  election  and  the  closing  of  the  proceedings  on  nomination  day  by  the 
Returning  Officer. 

If,  at  the  exi)iration  of  such  time,  more  candidates  stand  nominated  than  there 
are  vacancies  to  be  tilled  up,  the  Returning  Officer  shall,  pursuant  to  the  “ jMunici- 
pality  Act,  18sl,”  declare  the  names  of  the  candidates,  and  publicly  proclaim  the 
day  previously  stated  in  his  proclamation,  and  the  place  or  places  at  which  the  poll 
shad  be  so  opened  in  the  I\Iunicipality,  or  in  each  polling  place  in  the  Municipality 
(as  the  case  may  be),  for  the  pur[iose  of  taking  the  votes  of  the  electors  according 
to  law;  and  shall  then  adjourn  the  election,  and,  in  piu’suance  of  the  provisions  of 
the  said  Act,  shall  take  a poll  by  ballot,  and  shall  cause  to  be  posted  up  notices  of 
his  having  granted  such  poll,  indicating  the  names,  residences,  and  occupations  of 
the  candidates  so  m^minated,  in  the  order  in  which  thej'  shall  be  printed  on  the 
ballot  ])apcrs,  which  notices  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  nomination,  be 
placarded  in  all  the  places  where  the  proclamation  for  the  election  was  posted  up. 

It,  after  the  adjournment  of  an  election  by  the  Returning  Officei’ for  the  purpose 
of  taking  a poll,  one  of  the  Candidates  nominated  shall  die  before  the  poll  has  com- 
menced, the  Returning  Officer  shall,  upon  being  satisfied  of  the  fact  of  such  death, 
countermand  notice  of  the  poll,  and  all  the  proceedings  with  refeicuce  lo  theelection 
shall  be  commenced  afresh:  Provided  that  no  fresh  nomination  shall  be  necessary 

in  the  case  of  a Candidate  who  stood  nominated  at  the  time  Ox  me  countermand  of 
the  poll. 

In  case  of  a poll  being  held  the  Candidates  (duly  qualified)  who  shall  obtain 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  Municipal  Councillors  and  Reeve  respectively. 

Every  person  qualified  to  vote  shall  have  five  votes,  being  one  for  each  Coun- 
cillor to  be  elected,  and  one  for  Reeve,  but  he  may  vote  for  any  less  number  than 
five:  Ih’ovided  always,  that  he  shall  not  cast  more  than  one  vote  in  favour  of  any 
one  Candidate,  oj‘  vote  on  more  than  one  occasion,  except  lor  Reeve  And  in  the 
event  of  the  number  of  votes  being  found  to  have  been  equal  for  any  two  or  more 
Candidates,  oneor  more  of  whom,  but  not  all  of  such  Candidates,  being  by  the  state 
of  the  poll  entitled  to  be  declared  elected,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  by  a casting 
vote  or  votes,  as  the  case  may  be,  decide  which  of  the  (Candidates  for  whom  the 
votes  may  be  equal  shall  be  elected.  Provided  that  the  said  Returning  Officer 
shall  not  vote  except  in  the  case  of  an  equality  of  votes  as  aforesaid. 

The  opening  of  the  ballot  boxes  and  counting  the  votes  shall  be  in  the  presence 
of  the  Caudidates  if  they  attend  for  that  purpose. 

The  Returning  Officer,  after  the  declaration  of  the  poll,  shall  retain  the  ballot 
papers  and  boxes  until  a Clerk  shall  be  duly  appointed,  to  whom  he  shall  forthwith 
deliver  the  same. 

Every  person  who  shall  have  presented  himself  for  nomination,  and  who  shall 
have  been  elected  a Municipal  Councillor  or  Reeve,  must  serve,  or  in  default  pay  a 
sum  of  fifty  dollars  towards  the  Municipal  Revenue;  such  sum,  with  costs,  shall  be 
recoverable  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Municipal  Council,  summarily,  before  any  Justice 
of  the  Peace. 

Any  vacancy  in  the  offiee  of  Reeve  or  Councillor  shall  be  filled  as  provided  by 
the  “ Municipality  Act,  1881.” 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  on  the  next  day  after  the  day  of 
Election,  at  the  School  House,  at  12  o’clock  noon. 

Until  provision  be  made  by  By-law,  in  that  behalf,  all  proceedings  at  and 
relating  to  the  meetings  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  and  taken  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  contained  in  the  Municipality  Act,  188 1 ,”  and  all  the  powers,  privileges 
and  duties  of  the  Reeve  and  Council  shall  be  the  same  as  those  prescribed  by  the 
said  Act. 

At  the  first  meeting  in  every  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  the  Council 
may  elect  a Clei  k.  Treasurer,  Collector,  and  Assessor,  or  such  officei's  as  they  may 
deem  neceSsai-y,  who  sliall  hold  office  during  the  ])leasure  of  the  Council,  and 
receive  such  lemuneration  as  the  Council  may  by  By-law  appoint.
